foreign investments in the Unit- 
ed States to attract more capi- 
tal to this country. 


A 12-man task force headed 


by former Undersecretary of 
the Treasury Henry H. Fowler, 
urged primarily a simplification 
of estate and income tax pro- 
visions so that foreigners could 
easily compute their tax liabili- 
ty on purchases of stocks and 
bonds of U.S. companies.

and holds out state aid financing 
for them. 


Planned to replace the county 


superintendent's office next year 
is a district cooperative educa- 
tional service agency which will 
be empowered to deliver spe- 
cialized services to rural and 
small town schools of the kind 
they desire and need, but often 
cannot efficiently or economical- 
ly provide on their own initia- 
tive. . 
,. 


' Varied Services' 


Such services could include 


special service classes in spe- 
cialized subjects which would 
not be feasible on an independ- 
ent local basis, data process- 
ing, in-service training 
pro- 


grams, and many others. 


Sponsors of the new legisla- 


tion have estimated there might 
be as many as 25 such districts 
in the state, with provision for 
representation by the several 
local governments within their 
jurisdiction. The districts would 
be planned and set up by a 
temporary state commission if 
educational authorities and lo- 
cal government representatives. 


State Saving 


Cost of the state aids in the 


bill was put at $750,000 a year, 
but the state would realize a 
saving, nevertheless, in the aids 
formerly paid for the operation 
of the county superintendent's 
office. 


It is assumed many of the 


surviving county superintendents 
would be qualified for appoint- 
ment to the office of coordinator 
of the district cooperative spe- 
cial service agency. Only about 
30 county superintendents sur- 
vive, and,,, some of them now 
handle supervision, in groups of 
counties. 


The elimination of the county 


superintendent's office was fore- 
shadowed by the operation of 
the school consolidation program 
in rural Wisconsin during the 
last decade.

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County Traffic Patrols 


Governor Reynolds has succeeded in 


bringing the old problem of state-county 
traffic patrols to the surface again in a 
vigorous boil. And that is undoubtedly 
what he intended to do with his remarks 
•that county traffic patrols are "lousy." 


An immediate reaction from county 


authorities was to be expected. And it's 
been coming back from all angles. One 
critic declared that "the governor owes 
every dedicated county patrol in the state 
an apology." 


But after all the angry words die down, 


one stark problem remains. Traffic fatali- 
ties on Wisconsin highways are mounting 
at an alarming rate. It's a good time to 
take a hard look at the situation. 


Theoretically it is simple to say that 


we should have one state-wide police force 
handling all state traffic. But theoretical 
solutions are of no value in a state where 
traffic enforcement grew up over many 
years at the county level and where the 
phrase "state police" is only beginning to 
be other than a dirty word. 


What we must do is take the highway 


police forces we have at our command, 
state and county, and apply them as effi- 
ciently as possible to the problem at hand. 


Let's take a look at the Outagamie 


County patrol as an example. At best it 
is an under-paid and ill-equipped depart- 
men. The entire complement totals 12 men. 
There have been no manpower increases 
In 15 years despite the terrific increase in 
traffic problems during that period. A 


patrolman starting his career with the 
county is paid $324 per month. He is paid 
a car mileage allowance, but he must pro- 
vide his own car. After one year he gets a 
raise, $10 a month. 


Structurally the traffic patrol operates 


independently of the county's other law 
enforcement office, that of the sheriff. 
Each force is supervised by a separate 
county board committee. 


Obviously measures to correct these 


deficiencies are badly needed. They will 
receive attention in the study of county 
organization and personnel just authorized 
by the county board. 


But what about closer cooperation be- 


tween county and state patrols? 


One of the significant aspects of the 


highway fatality toll in recent years is the 
mounting number of fatal accidents on 
county trunks and town roads. Could there 
be agreement that the state traffic patrol 
will handle state highways and the county 
forces patrol county and town roads? 


Governor Reynolds said he was going 


to push again for legislation authorizing 
counties to merge their patrols with the 
state force. We seriously doubt if such 
legislation could be passed and we doubt 
its effectiveness if it were. 


But under the Wisconsin constitution 


counties are in reality agents of state gov- 
ernment. And we see no reason why more 
effective executive action cannot be taken 
to direct all of the activities of both state 
and county traffic police in a coordinated 
attack on the highway problem. 


The Theory of Non-Violence 
'... He Loves Me, He Loves Me Not. 


Although there is currently something 


of a lull in international tensions as far as 
any immediate resort to the nuclear bomb 
is concerned, we dare not be soothed into 
forgetting that missiles still abound. The 
treaty banning nuclear tests in the atmos- 
phere and underwater has "apparently not 
yet been broken but of course there is no 
assurance that Russia will always respect 
it. And Red China does not concede any 
sort of moral deterrent to trying to explode 
some sort of a nuclear device of its own 
one of these years. 


And so, while the balance of power has 


apparently lost some of its terror, it is 
maintained only by the most destructive 
weapons in history. 


Dr. Gordon Zahn. professor of p6litical 


science at Loyola University, has written 
an article called An Alternative To War 
in which he recommends non-violence as 
the solution to the bigger and better bombs 
race. Zahn's thesis is somewhat different 
from similar pacifistic suggestions because 
it is based strictly upon moral values. 


Zahn agrees with such philosophers as 


Dr. Paul Ramsey that it is absolutely incon- 
ceivable even to consider dropping a 
nuclear bomb upon undefended cities and 
noncombatants. But while Ramsey recom- 
mends limited war with some 
nuclear 


weapons for defense or attack upon valid 
military targets—sort of a modern day 
jousting affair—Zahn proposes the develop- 
ment of non-violence as the only success- 
ful alternative. And he feels that the 
churches must bear much of the brunt for 
changing man's attitude. 


For non-violence to become a national 


policy Zahn says that each citizen would 
have to come to the conclusion that it was 
not his essential duty to back up and obey 
orders of his government if he felt them 
to be wrong. "Somehow if this pattern is to 
be broken, each individual must be con- 
vinced that he has the right and the com- 
petence to judge what is asked of him on 
the basis of the information that is avail- 
able to him and that he can have some 
impact upon the course of events, even 
if he must stand alone." Next, everyone 
must develop the responsibility to use this 
independence. He concurred with another 
philosopher. Christian Geissler, who wrote 
that "it is to be strictly demanded of each 
man in the future that he, together with 
all other men and without any conditions 
whatsoever limiting their liabilities, make 
himself responsible for that which has 
happened upon this earth, which is hap- 
pening today, and which is going to happen 
in the future." 


Zahn points to the civil rights demon- 


strations in the south and the success of 
Ghandi's followers in gaming independence 
from England as examples of how non- 
violence can work. He feels that non-vio- 
lence will bring out the good which is in 
all men but he doesn't expect it to happen 
right away. V/hat he is considering is vir- 
tually throwing away our weapons of war 


with the firm belief that in some future 
century, Communism will go down to 
defeat because Communists will be won 
over to the cause of freedom. 


"The practice of non-violence as the 


only form of resistance to the 
unjust 


aggressor-oppressor may indeed require 
generations of sacrifice 
and 
suffering 


before victory is achieved," Zahn concedes. 
He points to the centuries of persecution 
of Christians and stresses that "men must 
believe that the gates of Hell will not 
prevail before they are willing to undergo 
the crucial test." And here he points to 
failures in the churches. 


"We encounter the almost incompre- 


hensible paradox of formal high level 
church 
pronouncements 
on 
relatively 


trivial matters (sex in movies or on book 
covers, financial assistance in the form of 
school bus or lunch programs) and a crash- 
ing silence on the proposed 
development 


of the neutron bomb. . . The tragically 
short reign of Pope John XXIII may have 
marked a major break with this tradition 
. . . we may look for some effort on the 
part of the most powerful segment of 
the Christian Church to break away from 
its centuries long and generally 
futile 


fascination by the so-called 'just war' . . ." 


Zahn's is a challenging article with a 


point of view that is certainly courageous 
and independent. But there is a certain 
amount of fallacy, entirely aside from the 
fact that it would undoubtedly take gen- 
erations of conditioning to get most Amer- 
icans to accept the policy of non-violence 
when their own families were attacked. 
Certainly part of our world problems to- 
day are caused by the value put upon ma- 
terial rather than spiritual attainments 
whatever one's personal or organized be- 
lief as to the nature of God and man. 


But as there has been some amount of 


illusion 
in 
the 
sacrifice 
of 
millions 


throughout history in those "just wars," 
would there not be something of the same 
after centuries of sacrifice through non- 
violence? Is there a difference of degree 
in the sin of constructing a weapon which 
could kill millions and in throwing away 
all weapons and thereby inviting the mas- 
sacre or enslavement of millions? Here is 
something of the confusion—in fact some 
of the rationalization—in which a sin of 
omission is not quite so bad as a sin of 
commission. And isn't this type of non- 
violence all too similar to the desire not to 
get involved which Zahn cnhcizes7 


Zahn's thesis is not merely an exercise 


in academic persuasion. Serious men and 
women in positions of authority and influ- 
ence are deeply concerned with the moral 
problems of war, of killing, of the need to 
restrain violence without becoming evil. 
But, 
somewhat like Erich Froinm, Zahn 


seems to shrug off dangers from Com- 
munism which he would not were Nazi 
Germany the danger. Were any voices 
raised recommending non-violence as the 
means of defeating Hitler and saving the 
Jewish people from destruction?

Is there any way to ascer- 


tain that the decision of the 
voters on several of the im- 
portant questions on the April 
ballot really represent the will 
of the people, she wonders? 


AN OLD PROBLEM 


The questions require sever- 


al answers. First, and with all 
deference to one of my favor- 
ite correspondents, she is a 
lady of leisure and of a seri- 
ous cast of mind, and obvious- 
ly devotes more time to study 
and reflection about govern- 
mental affairs than does the 
average citizen of Wisconsin. 


The young housewife con- 


cerned with the care of her 
children has less opportunity 
to become expert in such mat- 
ters. The family wage earner, 
after a hard day in the shop 
or office, is more likely to 
scan the baseball box scores 
than the pro and con argu- 
ments about highway financ- 
ing, the complexities of the 
state forestry budget and the 
others with which he perhaps 
should be more directly con- 
cerned under an ideal system 
of democratic politics. 


But the system was not in- 


tended to provide an electoral 
community of professional ex- 
perts. One of the favorite com- 
plaints of persons who 
find 


certain election results disap- 
pointing is to assert that the 
voters were misinformed, or 


poorly Informed, .or misled. 
But the people are entitled to 
rule as they choose, even if 
they vote their prejudices or 
reflect their ignorance. They 
are entitled also to refrain 
from voting when that is their 
wish despite the sometimes 
pious protests of the critics of 
the system. 


My worried lady correspond- 


ent raises the question of more 
effective civic education. Yet 
it can be demonstrated that 
the Wisconsin press, on the 
whole, devotes reams of space 
to elections and issues — often 
far more than its editors are 
persuaded 
is 
read by the 


voters to whom it is directed. 
The problem today is not ac- 
cessibility of information, but 
a plethora of it. 


It is a fair guess that even 


some college professors, pro- 
fessional intellectuals as they 
are, enter the polling booths 
with no very clear notion of 
the 
backgrounds or the cre- 


dentials of some of the candi- 
dates on the long ballot, or 
without any reliable convic- 
tions about the merits of ref- 
erendum propositions. 
They 


vote their impressions, even 
as does the bartender or the 
busy young mother of a grow- 
ing family.

The public media today con- 


tain more information on pub- 
lic 
affairs, 
reported 
more 


speedily and more intelligibly 
than at any other period in 
the history of the country. The 
educational attainment of the 
electorate, measured in for- 
mal schooling, is higher than 
ever before. Illiteracy in Wis- 
consin has been virtually elim- 
inated. 


Yet there is no clearly dem- 


onstrable relationship between 
such factors and the proficien- 
cy of the electorate. Nostalgia 
aside, a student of politics is 
sometimes tempted to think 
that civic responsibility was 
more acuie and public aware- 
ness greater in grandfather's 
day. 


But this is perhaps one of 


the inevitable costs of a more 
complex world and infinitely 
more busy personal lives.

a village was once asked how 
he came by his wisdom. "I 
got it from my good judg- 
ment," he 
answered.

"I got it from my 
bad judgment." 


It is surprising and depress- 


ing to see how many chil- 
dren, both 
in 
and out of 


school, are never told the val- 
ue of making mistakes — but, 
instead, are filled with fear of 
failure, of being wrong. Doing 
the right thing, getting the 
right answer, becomes a dead 


end in itself, rather than a 
means toward maturity. 


Man has been defined (and 


I think properly) as the "prob- 
lem-solving animal." All life 
is problematic. Learning the 
wrong ways of doing things, 
though sometimes painful, is 
more valuable than being told 
the right way, without under- 
standing the reasons or grasp- 
ing the consequences of being 
wrong. 


The little boy I saw is terri- 


bly afraid of doing the wrong 
thing. As a result, he will do 
nothing very well. All signifi- 
cant achievement comes from 
daring, 
f r o m experiment, 


from the willingness to risk 
failure. 
When this 
psychic 


nerve is cut, we may have a 
"dutiful" child, but we cannot 
have a "good" one, in any 
creative and joyous sense of 
the word. 


In an article last spring in 


the journal, "Childhood Edu- 
cation," Prof. Mary B. Lane 
tells of a group of 12-year-olds 
asked by their teacher if they 
could think of mistakes from 
which they had learned. Most 
of the examples they gave re- 
counted mistakes made out-

But 
school,

should be a place 'to try out 
ideas for size," and not just a 
recitation of right answers.

I recall one credit manager 
of a big department store who 
bemoaned the fact that a weal- 
thy charge customer paid her 
bills only once a year. "We'd 
rather have a $50-a-week steno- 
grapher on the books who paid 
her bills when they came due," 
he said.
